The duel between M.-Jlassas and M. Dieh- 


ard, in which tile former .was .killed, will 
come before a court of Justice. It is an- 
nounced that tho four .seconds will be proac 
cuted, and-that Diehard, as soon as his three 
wouiidshave healed, will be charged with 
homicide by inijirudcnce. This duel has » 
particularly painful" V-haracter, inasmuch as 
tho antagonists were evidently equally inex- 
perienced, and fell upon, each other without 
ever having placed themselves on guard. The 
engagement lasted scarcely ouo minute. Mas- 
sag threw himself ou Diehard, striking hap- 
hazard, and the .latter, without even covering 
himself, held his weapon foiward, M»«W< 
throwing himself blindly on It.
